CIA ‘Clip Service’ 
Plies War Critics 


Lawmakers speaking out 
against the Administration's 
Vietnam policies these days 
often get back more press 
cuppings than they bargained 
for, thanks to the Central In- 
telligence Agency. 

Sen. Clifford P. Case (R.- 
NJ.), for example, shortly af- 
ter criticizing the Johnson Ad- 
ministration's conduct of the 
war. received a batch Qf tele- 
type copy from the CIA show- 
ing how much hay the Com- 
munist press made out of his 
remarks. 

The. CIA runs what a spokes* 
man there called a “courtesy 
clipping service, not a lobby- 
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Communist press says about 
them. 

The teletype transcripts are 
accompanied by covering notes 
saying the CIA beUeved the 
translation “might be of in- 
terest" 

A CIA spokesman said there 
are no specific rules for this 
service of several years stand- 
ing, adding that some lawmak- 
ers request it whUe in oth- 
er cases the agency's legisla- 
tive liaison officers decide on 
their own who should get it 

A member of Case's staff, 
when queried, could not re- 
caU requesting the transla- 
tions or receiving them before 
the Senator made iiis recent

Checks of the offices of 
such other war critics as Sens. 
Joseph S. Clark (D-Pa.)), J. W. 
Fulbright (D-Ark.) and George 
McGovern (D-S.D.) disclosed 
htat they also have received 
the CIA service. 

But so have such propo- 
nents of heavier bombing of 
North Vietnam as Sens. Stuart 
Symington (D-Mo.) and John 
S tennis (D-Miss.). 

One of the Senate's earUest 
doves, Sen. John Sherman 
Cooper (R-Ky.), said he could 
not recall getting any CIA 
copies of whatever the Com- 
munists might have said about 
his opposition to bombing 
North Vietnam. 

‘Tve had this position for- 
ever,” he said of his bombing 
stand. He added that repriats 


of foreign radio broadcasts 
would not change it, as the 
Administration well knows 
from direct talks with him. 

Stennls — among the Sen- 
ate’s hawkiest — assailed his 
dovish colleagues yesterday. 
He said the Vietnam war de- 
bate “which is rimnlng now 
largely on ^e Senate floor, 
unfortunately, is definitely an 
aid and encouragement to the 
enemy . . . They’ll hold out 
all the longer and fight all 
the harder.” 

Stennis’s remarks come atop 
attacks on war policy dissent 
by President Johnson. Viet- 
nam commander Gen. William 
C. Westmoreland and — ^most | 
recently — Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk. 

In light of this, some law- 
makers suspect there is more 
than just courtesy in the CIA’s 
special clipping service.
